Is it'beeause of the hollow and delu- 
sive prosperity that the war created, and 
the actual bankruptcy of the Nation yet 
continues, by meens of its immense is- 
sues ofan inflated paper currency that 
makes all prices unstable, has created an 
untaxed aristocracy of bond-holders, 
makes speculation and gambling univer- 
sal; tempts thousands into dishonesty, 
and isin the end the fatal weakness as 
in the beginning it was the strength of 
the Nation? Or is it rather the apparent 
permanency of the power and present 
tyranny of the majority, whose impa- 
tience and follies increase equally with 
its power, and which rushes toits ends 
and madly seeks its fate, over all hin- 
drances of law or Conetitution or human 
rights or obligations of good faith or re- 
monvstrances of wisdom or the expostu- 
lations and warnings ofthe wise, whose 
feeble voices are drowned in the uproar, 
or if feard are unheeded and despised ? 

Perhaps it is both, and the insatiate 
vanity of our people, their self-conceit 
apd the furious passions of which they 
are the slaves... For surely the signs of 
the approaching despotism are as plain 
as the evidences of the actual anarchy. 

Henry WINTER Davis; of Maryland, 


perhaps the ablest member of the House 
of Representatives at the memorable 
session of 1560-1. lle was a Republican, 
and .therefore never confessed by the 
Southern members to be as great as he 
really was; and his political faith gives 
additional weight to the picture of the 


painted in a speech made in the House 
on the 7th of February, 1861, and for 
which, also, we are indebted to the 
Southern Review. 
“Mr, Speaker,’’ he said, as if he were 
provouncing the. funeral oration of 
American freedom, ‘‘ we are at the end 
of the insane revel of partizan license 
which for thirty years has in the United 
States worn the mask of Government. 
We are about to close the masquerade 
by the dance of death. The nations of 
thre world look anxiously to see if the 
“people, ere they tread that measure, wil! 
eome to themselves. Yet in the earhy 
‘youth of our national life, we are already 
exhausted by premature excesses, The 
©orruption of our political maxims has 
relaxed the tone of public morals, and 
degraded the public authorities from the 
terror to the accomplices of evil-doers. 
Piatforms for fools—plander for thievea— 
offices for service-—power for am bition; 
unity in these essentials, diversity in the 
immaterial matters of policy and legisla- 
tion—charity for every frailty—the voice 
of the people is the voice of Gop : these 
maxims have sunk into the public mind, 
have presided at the administration of 


public affairs, have almost effaced 
the very idea of public - daty. 
The Government, under their dis- 


astrous influence, has gradually ceased to 
fertilize the fields of domestic and useful 
legislation, and pours itself, like an im- 
petuons torrent, along the barren ravine 
of party and vectional strife. It has been 
shorn of every prerogative that wore the 
austere aspect of authority and power. 
The President, no longer preceded by the 
faeces and the axe, the emblems of su- 
preme suthority, greets every popular 


cious condescension, is degraded to pre- 
side in the palace of the Nation over the 
distribution of spoils among wrangling 
victors, and dedicates his great powers 
to forge or find arms to perpetuate parti- 
zan warfare at the expense of the public 
peace. The original ideas of the Consti- 
tution have‘faded from men’s minds.’’ 

Soon after these words were spoken, 
the party to which Mr. HENkY WINTER 
Davis belonged succeeded to power, by 
poswessing itself of the Executive and 
Legislativo Departinents of the Govern- 
ment. It has never yet corrected an 
abuse or remedied an evil, of all that 
then afflicted the country, but has added 
immensely to the number of both. The 
salutary restraint which the South had 
nntil then exercised, both by means of 
its persistent adherence to the doctrine of 
strict construction of the Constitution as 
to the powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and by the personal integrity and 
incorruptibility, and scorn of everything 
dishonest or disreputable on the part of 
most of its Senators and representatives, 
was now removed forever; and that was 
effected against which the Southern 
Statesmen had continually struggled,— 
the unconditional transfer of the powers 
of Government from the States to the 
majority of the people. The tyranny of 
that majority at once became complete, 
by the withdrawal of the Southern 
States. From that day forward, noth- 
ing was to resist its wusurpations 
or curb its excesses. The North became 
one immense, prejudiced, passionate, 
reckless Democracy; continually to be 
agitated by fierce, fiery, destructive, ir- 
rational impulses, to be used by crafty 
and vulgar demagogues for their own 
selfish purposes, a huge, weltering, fluct- 
uating mass, a tossing, tremulous, agi- 
tated ocean of humanity, equally devoid 
of reason and generosity, cruel and de- 
ceitful as the sea itself; and equally in- 
capable, except under the influence of @ 
sudden whim or caprice, of pity for the 
victims of its savage anger, of justice in 
legislation and of stability in measures, 
All such democrsecies, in all ages of the 
world, are alike. 

Civil Wars arouse all the evil passions 
(hat are ordinarily quiescent or are only 
partially and occasionally excited to ac- 
tion in human nature; and thousands 
who had always been mistaken for hon- 
eat, well-meaning and peaceful men, 
astound those who have known them, 
by becoming »urderous as infuriated 
Malays, mer : as tigers, lost to all 
sense of sts thieves, pillagers and 
highways.q ore are thousands now 
living inthe N ~‘h as reputable citizens, 
ornaments of tue “ higher civilization,’ 
fnoral outwa. ly and even Pharisaical, 
who have n ‘ forgotten’ the private 
houses which :wey pillaged of books, 
plate, pictures, ornaments, family por- 
traits; the ladic from whose fingers they 
ture rings, the ,entlemen and negroes 
whom they ro!) dof watches; the Ma- 
zonie Halls wh ch they robbed and the 
Bible upon whose altars they defiled, the 
churches from which they tore away the 
communion eervicee, the nameless deeds 
of shame and outrage which they helped 
perpetrate, the wounded men bayonetted 
while begging for life, or any other of 
the many scenes of horror in which they 
were actors or of them witnésses, and 
which are common to all civil wars, and 
prove that civilization is bot skin deep, 
and man a wild criminal only partially 
tamed. 

Those actually guilty of these atroci- 
ties, aud who did not die on the field, in 
the hospital or the death of the damned 
in prison, for whom a grateful Nation 
has not provided graves and head-boards 
and re-buried them by the side of its Fu- 
ropeau and Canadian mercenaries, and 
of the thousanda who were indeed brave 
aud true-hearted soldiers, merciful and 
generous as they were brave,—these, still 
at heart thieves and murderers, under 
the thin varnish of respectability, form 
but an unimportant per centage of the 
people of the North. But that for which 
all must answer, is, that the persistent 
stolid refusal of LINCOLN, SEWARD and 
CAMEROM for mouths to recognize the 
contest as a wac end the people of the 
South as belligerents entitled to the right 
and charities of. civilized warfere, pro- 


the horrid barbarities and indeCent out- 
rages perpetrated at the outset every- 
where by the Union troops. To this 
and to the long subsequent refu- 
sal of the Government at Washington 
to exchange for the prisevers at Ander- 
souville, or even to receive them without 
¢réhange, what hecatombs of lost lives 
are due, what sufferings and agonies, 
what bitter venomous hatreds that still 
endure and will only end with life! By 
persistently treating the Soutbero bel- 
ligerents as rebela and traitors, after 
they had by every precedent ceased to be 
so, the Fedgral Government prompted 
and incited its troops and partizans to 
murder and pillage those whom it #6 out- 
lawed ; and the guilt of ten thousand 
assassinations rests, not only on the souls 
of the President and bis Secretaries of 
War and State, but on that of the whole 
North, which approved, sustained and 
applauded the determinations of its Gov- 
ernment, and which still howls for plun- 
der and the blood of the leaders of the 
‘rebellion’’ 

The excesses of the soldiery, the license 
and vices of the camp, and all the thous- 
and contaminations of war never before 
diseased and demoralized so large a pro- 
portion of apy } -ople, because no nation 
ever before mitted such immense 
numbers of mew in so short a period to 
the horrid Other -multitudes 
were infected 2° corrupted by the un- 
precedente’ cmpt.stions and opportu- 
nities to defrau and plunder the public, 
afforded by the enormous and wasteful! 
expenditures of every kind; and to spec- 
ulate and gamble, by immense issues of 
irredeemable paper-money, both of the 
Government an! the National banks, 
and the consequcnt inflated prices and 
fictitious values of every thing; these, 
also, and the value of the paper itsel/, 
continually fluctuating, enriching one 
man by the impoverishment of others. 
Thus all the cohesive ties of common 
interest and human sympathies that 
bind society together were more and 
more weakened continually, until what 
was, at least in some degree, a society, 
became -but so many. millions of indi- 
viduals, each looking to his own inter- 
ests and the interest of those imme- 
diately dependent upon himself or con- 
nected with him, alone, and more re- 
sembled an enormous aggregation of 
each engaged in plundering the 
other. 

Even this was not the worst demorali- 
zation. The usurpation ef arbitrary 
powers by the Secretary of State, and 
his assumption of the edious preroga- 
tives claimed by Lours XV., and adop- 
tion of the Lettres de Catchet of that 
infamous tyrant and debauchee; the 
multitude and frequency of arbitrary 
and unlawful arrests upon that sleek and 
cat-like official’s simple order; the ille- 
galimprisonments on no definite charges, 
but often on mere suspicion; the trials 
by unl@vful military commissions; the 
deportations te the Dry ‘Tortugas of 
persons so convicted and others never 
tried at all, all of whom still continue 
confined there; the utter disregard for 
all the constitutional rights of the North- 
ern States; the usurpations of the mili- 
tary power encroaching upon the do- 
main of the civil jurisdictions,—these 
and other practices familiar to tyranny 
in all ages, have familiarized the people 
of the Northern States with the 
practical workiogs of despotism. All! 
that this despotiem has done has 
been acceptable. to them, . also 
abd the worst things the most accepta- 
ble, because they have been done by it 
as the instrument and agent of the ty- 
ranpy of the majority, have gratified its 
hateand vengeance, and soothed the 
fears that made jt cruel, and given the 
Government the promptness and vigour 
of action becessary in a great civil war. 
And they have also destroyed all rever- 
ence for the Constitution, by proving it 
to be in time of War a mere worthless 
parchment, not even entided to an apol- 
o«y when kicked to one side by those 
over whem it idly pretends to be the Su. 
preme law. The Constitution or charter 
that once falls into contempt, like a man 
who is thrust or has his nose pulled, and 


does not resent it, is never reverenced 
again. It is no longer “the ’ noblest 
work of man,’’ the wgis of freedom, the 


ordeal. 


of peace it proves worthless to protect 
any one, and itiseven deemed disloyal 
to insist upon the benefit of its provis- 


ions. 
We need not recite the recent legisla- 


tion of the Cougress that represents the 
tyranny of the majority’ and utters its 
lunacies as laws. It is entirely too 
jiamiliar to those who suffer under it, 
and are grateful for the term of Military 
Despotism which delays the full inaugu- 
ration of the tyranny of the negro. 

The people of the North approve and 
exult over the establishment of this Mili- 
tary Despotism over the conquered 
States, and enthusiastically admire the 
dashing legislation and administration of 
SicKLes and Le Beau Sabreur. They do 
so because they have no more a true love 
of liberty than the soldiers of TAMER- 
LANE°and the Caliphs had. Those who 
themselves truly love liberty, hate Des- 
potism everywhere. The people of the 
North only love it,.as is said, par 
amonrs. And if they so little value that 
political liberty and free government, 
which one race only of all the raceés.of 
men has ever yet known how to win’ 
and keep, as to be willing to entrust its 
preservation to millions of ignorant Af- 
ricans only two years since slaves, they 
are no wiser, in political wisdom, than 
the Australasian savages. 

They are to-day ready for the Empire ; 
and when one attempts to play the part 
of CL¥SAR, if he fails, itwill not be the love 
of republican liberty of the people of the 
North, that will defeat him, but the rival 
aspirations of other chieftains or civil- 
ians, themselves aiming at the same 
prize, or whom be has not taken the pre- 
caution to purchase in advance. The 
rhetoricians like SUMNER are in the 
market now. 

-We have the heap of shifting individ- 
ual sands, instead of the granite of the 
commonwealth: the working mass of 
vermicular selfistinesses, in which each 
preys on the other and mammon is the 
only god; the public interests subordi- 
nated to private greed and the lust of 
ambition; the swarming hates, the Loi- 
low prosperity, the intolerable burthen of 
debt, the eternal incubus of extortionate 
taxation, the plunderings of the public 
treasury, the legislation that pillages the 
people to enrich individuals and corpora- 
tious; the decay of political virtue, and 
the prevalence of political debauchee- 
ism ; the prostitution of public office to 
partizan and private ends ; the rank in- 
justices that cause the people to hate and 
despise republican government in which 
the division of responsibility destroys pub- 
lic honor and makes the public faith of less 
value and sanctity than a dicer’s oaths ; 
the cenquered Provinces to be despoiled ; 
the ignorant negro populace ready to 
serve under the flag of the usurping 
chieftain, and meanwhile demoralizing 
all who need their votes ; the loss of con- 
fidence in the honesty of the courts, the 
uncertaintiés and ficklessness of the 
laws ; the bread dispensed to proletaires, 
the altempts to regulate the prices of 
labour, and the revolts of labour against 
capital ; the ‘irrepressible conflict’ be- 
tween white and negro labour; the an- 
tagonisms of race and their constantly 
diverging interests ; the vena) Senators, 
the rhetoricians supplanting the States- 
men ; the nameless crimes that polluted 
Nome ; the free-love communities among 
the low hypocrisies of Puritanism ; the 
ambitious Generals ready to ape CESAR : 
have we not anarchy enough, and love 
for constitutional liberty little enough, 
and corruptions more than enough, to 
make despotism a mecessity ’ 

And in what direciion are we to look 
for any dawn of light?) Where is any 
reformation to begin? What effort or 
action is there that can arrest the down- 
ward drifting of the huge, fluctuating, 
turbulent mass, to the bottomless pit of 
perdition ? How reason with an insane 
populace,in its highest access of delir- 
ium Y Where is there any thing, any 
sign, any gleam of light, to give us the 
right to hope?. No-wHERE,—i! the‘peo- 
ple of the South agree to negro suffrage, 
and ensure a chronic anarchy in their ten 
States. Then, indeed, we may well yield 
to despair, and avert our eyes from the 
future, to lament‘ fhe days that are no 


RECONSTRUCTION ACIS. 

After so long a delay that it seems unac- 
countable, Attorney-Gen’l STANRERY 
has given the President his official opin- 
ion—‘an opinion as is an opinion’—on 
the questions presented by the recon- 
struction acts,—in part. 

One is at a loss to understand why so 
unconscionable a time was required for 
the preparation of the opinion. It was 
stated, during the delay, that the Attor- 
ney-General had been compelled to ex- 
amine the statutes of all the Southern 
States, to ascertain what disfranchise- 
ments existed under them, for participa- 
tion in the rebellion; but as that could 
easily be ascertained by the Brigadier 
who plays Cesar jn each district, we 
could not see the alleged necessity ; nor 
can we now discover, upon a microscopic 
examination, any traces of such an in- 
vestigation in the opinion itself. 

The reconstruction acta do not seem to 
us to presentany very novel or. grave 
difficulties of construction, sufficient to 
ton o long thought, profound examina-

jon of authorities or extraordinary legal 
ability to solve them, or any great 
lengttiof time in which to prepare a 
satisfactory opinion. If as much time is 
required in every case of equal or greater 
difficulty, submitted to the Attorney 
General, the business of his office will 
fall sadly in arrear, and his opinions will 
not fillmany volumes. We venture to 
say that Attorney General Wikxt, Le- 
GARE, CUSHING or BLACK would have 
been ready with an opinion on all the 
points discussed by STanneny, in 
forty-eight hours from the time it was 
asked for. 

And we may add, that neither of the 
would have found it necessary. to write 
half as much on the subject; and that 
either would have arrived at the same 
inevitable conclusions by a more satis- 
factory process.of logic. Nevertheless, 
the opinion does reach the conclusions, 
and state them distinctly enough to ena- 
ble President to cause orders to issue 
upon them as propositions not to be 
gainsaid. Why this very necessary duty 
is not performed, we dO not kuow. The 
opinion wHl not, like a judgment of a 
Court, execute itself. 

We are permitted to hope that atsome 
remote period in the future, the Attor- 
ney-General will reach some conclu- 
sions, of some kind, iu. regard to the 
powers of Brigadier-C.esars. ‘The judi- 
cial education of S1CKLES and SHERIDAN 
has been sadly neglected; and if haste is 
ever required in any thing, it is required, 
we should think, in enlightening them 
as to the nature and extent of their im- 
perial powers and prerogatives. 

We cannot publish the opinion al- 
ready given, in full. It is not worth it. 
We give, instead, the following very cor- 
rect statement of its purport, from the 
New York Tribune: 

The interpretation given to the recon- 
struction act by Attorney General Stan- 
bery is practically as important and an- 
thoritative asif it were pronounced by 
the supreme court, since no appeal can 
possibly be taken from the action of the 
military commanders, which will be 
guided by the opinion just published. It 
therefore merits a very careful consider- 
ation, for upon this basis the entire work 
ef reorganization will proceed. The 
opinion of Mr. Stanbery on all matters 
other than those relating to disfranchise- 
mentis not likely to be the subject of 
dispute, and need not be reviewed at 
length. He holds that the decisions of 
the boards of registration are final; that 
eyery applicant for registration must be 
tweffy-one years old when registered, 
but need not have been one year in the 
state unfi/ the e/ection, and that none but 
citizens of the United States can vote. 

disfranchising clause of the act, 
adde@ to the original Sherman amend- 
meut by Mr. Shellabarger, were doubtless 
intended to bave a broader operation 
than the rules of legal interpretation will 
allow. These clauses were drawn up in 
great haste, and as & Compro- 
mise, without the benefit of debate, 
which might have drawn attention to 
their loose expression. Why the error 
should not have been corrected in the 
supplemental act, which was framed with
